AT END OF UNIVERSITY YEAR ONE 
(President Carl M. Hill) 

This was the year, 1972, when Kentucky State took 
a Giant Leap Forward from college to university sta- 
tus — thus affording all of us numerous challenges 
and opportunities. It was a memorial year — a time 
of many new beginnings and refreshing pride, as 
we embarked on a sea of new responsibilities and 
high expectations. To a few of us, this year was just 
another year in the long life of Kentucky State; but 
to most, there was a feeling of new obligations, per- 
sonal and institutional. 

Psychologically, the new status generated a new 
sense of pride and prestige. Academically, we accept- 
ed the change in status as a mandate to continue 
directing our human and physical resources to mean- 
ingful improvement in our educational, social and 
culturally oriented programs — thus providing even 
greater opportunities for our students and faculty 
to grow and develop. 

As University Year One nears its end, we look 
back with a sense of accomplishment, and with the 
knowledge of some goals unfulfilled. In University 
Year One, we enrolled the largest number of full- 
time students in the history of Kentucky State and 
the quality of the students showed improvement; 
more students because of their academic achievement 
earned places on the Academic Honor Roll; the in- 
stitution received considerably more governmental 
support for carrying forward in fuller measure the 
institutions functions of teaching, research and public 
service; counseling services to students were expand- 
ed; the teaching faculty evidenced improvement in 
number and quality; more faculty members were 
engaged in productive research; the academic pro- 
grams were enriched and expanded; one graduate 
program was inaugurated; and the physical plant 
was expanded by the construction of three projects 
designed to encourage physical development of stu- 
dents. Some goals anticipated for University Year 
One were not completely fulfilled — these consti- 
tute the unfinished business to be carried forward 
to University Year Two and beyond. 

If Kentucky State is to remain true to its tradi- 
tional adherence to substance rather than form, we 
must in University Year Two and in these years ahead 
give our greatest effort to the task of becoming a 
fullgrown university, recognized and respected as a 
living center of teaching and learning, and public 
service. This is the enormous challenge we face 
at the end of University Year One. All of us must 
remember that the Kentucky State University of 
tomorrow will be a true reflection of our vision, our 
aspirations, our labor, our dedication to excellence, 
today.
